Mrs. Glenda Frazier spoke with Zion Chapel faculty members about child abuse. 
She gave the teachers a folder filled with information about physical, sexual and the 
verbal abuse of children. There was an indepth description of the different forms of 
abuse and how to detect and report a child suspected to be abused. Also there was 
information about detecting a neglected child. The teachers were informed that the 
typical victim of sexual abuse is female, between the ages of 8 and 12 who endures a 
pattern of sexual victimization over a long period of time and that females are more 
likely to report incidents of sexual abuse than malas, but their reporting diminishes as 
more sexual acts occur. But victims of abuse are trapped in secrecy by shame, fear and 
threats of the abuser. The child victim often feels responsible for the abuse. 

Incest is one of the society's best kept secrets. |ncest is the sexual abuse of a chiid 
by @ parent, step-parent or another relative. For instance families where the father or 
step-father and adolescent daughter are in close proximity and the mother is absent or
